Moscow.

Twenty six 
thousand Chinese Communists have 
been executed by the Nalionlaist.s 
In the past year, according to a re­ 
port from the Chine ,e Federation of 
Labor received today by the Red 
International of trade union.* The 
Chinese Laborites asked for a s s i s t ­ 
ance in the fight against the Kuom- 
intang. 
The report declared that "a total 
of 318 OOO Chinese workers and civil­ 
ian peasants wen* slaughtered during 
period covered bv the report w ith­ 
out cause other than that they pas­ 
sively resented the treacheries of 
the Chinese generals." 
About 36.000 of those beheaded 
were trade union members. 
Almost 
half of the total membership of the 
Chinese Communist party were kill­ 
ed in w hat is described as a "ru th ­ 
less h unt for Red head:' " 
The Federation 
warned 
against 
an impending rapprochement of the 
new Nationalist government 
and 
"the Im perialistic United States " It 
declared that "political and com­ 
mercial penetration ' by the United
